Theaters, Negro-minstrels, Rum-shops, 
Coffee-houses, Billiard-saloons, etc., all 
availed themselves the opportunity of mak- 
ing money on the Sabbath, and conse- 
quently were in lull blast Sunday and Sun- 
day nights, with bauds of music on the 
porticos in front of those places of public 
amusement, summoning the people from 
tbe churches to the theaters and tho con- 
certs. 

What seems to bo strange is, that all 
through the administration of Gen. Butler, 
iu his department, and even that of Gen. 
Bank», no notice had been taken of the 
moral condition of the State, or if there was, 
no remedy whatever had been applied to 
eftVc t the evil. Gen. Canby, however, saw 
the dreadful consequences it produced, and 
in the latter part of December issued an 
order that all tho theaters, concerts and bil- 
liard saloons should be closed Sundavs after 
the 1st of January. No military order that 
has been published in this city, since the 
Federal occupation of Ix>uisiana, met with 
the same hearty endorsement by the masses; 
even bv those *who have visited them most 
frequently the order is appreciated. But 
hud Gen. Canby gone a little farther and in- 
serted iu his order the words saloons and 
coffee-houses, it would have given more 
general satisfaction; as it is, however, a 
marked change for the better has taken 
place.

LATK NKWS l'KOM MOIULK. 

Since the arrival of General Davidson at 
Pascagoula, but little whatever has been 
said respecting the capture of Mobile. For 
sometime, however, it had beeu well known 
in New Orleans that General Granger, with 
a large force of men, was somewhere near 
Pascaitoula, in tho immediate vicinity of 
Pearl river, but up to a late date very little 
has been said in civil or military circles re- 
garding him. From a trustworthy source, 
direct from Mobile Bay, we learn that refu- 
gees and deserters are constantly coining 
iu. Among some who have recently come 
into our lines, are men who occupied not 
long since very responsible positions in the 
Confederacy, and who have recently been 
connected with the Commissary Depart- 
ment in Mobile. These men report the 
Union sentiments prevailing there to a re- 
markable extent, and, notwithstanding the 
restrictions upon "free speech," the people 
speak onward for the I'nion. Th« feeling 
for the old flag is more explicitly under- 
stood by actions than even by expressions. 
Oeneral Johnston it is said has already re- 
lieved General Hood, and is marching in 
double column to the defense of Mobile, in 
rder to oppose General Granger, who, it is 
at the head of a U

The destruction of the Mobile and Ohio 
railroad by the cavalry from Baton Rouge 
uuder Gen. Davidson some time since, has 
cut the rebels completely off from all com-

the Treasury for fifteen hundred dollars per 
day. When the Legislature first assembled, 
its prtx-eedings occasioned considerable 
comment among all classes, but a late order 
from Gen. Canby, regarding tho draft in 
this department, to take place alter the 15th 
of February, turns the attention of the peo- 
ple from the proceedings of the Legislature, 
and in fact absorbs all other subjects at 
present. This draft is severe in its effects, 
that is considering the present male popu- 
lation. The military division of the West 
Mississippi will have to furnish some four- 
teen thousand seven hundred, between the 
ages of eighteen and forty-five, four thou- 
sand tlireo hundred of whom are to be 
raised in tho parishes 'if Orleans and Jeffer- 
son. The draft creates considerable excite- 
ment among the foreigners, particularly 



ance that might bo afforded to navigate the 
Alabama river, which indeed look rather 
gloomy at present, from tho fact that there 
are not transports enough to convey a in- 
considerable army with guns, equipments, 
etc., at present on the Alabama river, ami 
could not be had at any seasonable time to 
oppose the onward march of the Federal 
army. For to march through a wet and 
marshy country at this time of the year is a 
"thing which Johnson cannot see," and con- 
-equently it is presumed by those w ho hsve 
some reason to believe that Johnson w ith 
his veteran army will make one grand stand 
at Selma, and "give considerable fiyjht to 
Granger, and others who are not yet men- 
tioned, who are about to take an active part 
for the regeneration of Mobile to the I'nion, 
unless they pull up stakes at once and 



among that portion who are not favored march out on the double quick. Tbe citi- 
zens of Mobile are almost confident of tbe 
occupation by the Federals before the expi- 
ration of many days. Business houses uro 
principally closed up and the proprietors of 
the same are awaiting tbe arrival of the 
boys in blue before they again resume their 
daily avocation. Flour in sufficient quan- 
tities to last the small fragments of Confed- 
erates now there and the citizens for at least 
six mouths, is in tho hands of the specula- 
tors—formerly rebels of Mobile— who will 
not dispose ot'it until after the arrival of the 
, I'nion troops, when they say it can be sold 
| to much better advantage. Considerable 
uneasiness is felt among them, and in fact 
among all classes, for fear the Johnnies w ill 
leave the city in ashes before Granger 
makes his appearance. 

Dick Taylor cannot be placed at any 
given point, one day he is reported in Mo- 
bile, the next day somewhere else, and the 
last we have heard of him he was at 
Shrevesport, and Kirby Smith at Nachito- 
1 cites, on the Red river, .organizing ami 
equiping their men, whom it is said were 
iu considerable numbers.

.From ths Savannah H Br ^ld, of January it. 
Last eveuing, at a little before eleven 
o'clock, commenced the greatest conflagra- 
tion that has occurred in this city since 1820. 
To tho usual horrors of an extensive lire 
were added the dangers of a terrific bom- 
bardment, attended by more uncertainty, 
and so occasioning as much excitement as 
an attack by artillery. 

OHIUl.N OF THK FIRE. 

The fire was evidently an incendiary one, 
and was set in a stable in the rear of the 
building known as the Granite Hall, for- 
merly used by the enemy as a naval maga- 
zine, at the corner of West Broad and Zubly 
streets. 

Til | 1 I KS r ATTKMI'lS To EXTINGUISH THE 
H.AMKS. 

The alarm was promptly sounded, and 
the tire companies repaired immediately to 
the spot. Several otliccrs, who arrived in 
fortunate time, either oilicially or accident- 
ally, at once coinpiehendiug the dang* r. 
organized the bystanders into a for 
the removal of shells and other ammuni- 
tion from the building, before the lire 
should reach it. A strong w ind was blow- 
ing and the flames spread very rapidly. 
Troops were called out as a guard, a patrol, 
to assist in the removal of the contents of 
the building, and to aid iu working the- . n- 
gines. Lieut. Col. York, l'rovost Marshal, 
and Capt. C. C. Casey, Chief Fireman, 
worked together most eibciently, the for- 
mer assigning troops to aid in working the 
engines, and the latter superintending the 
working. 

A large number of shells were removed 
and every effort was made to stay the pro- 
gress of the flames, but in vain. 

Before midnight the ammunition was 
reached, and then commenced a series of 
terrific explosions. 

THE STKNK AT NIoHT. 

The roar and crashing of the exploding 
shells awoke many a sleeper from bis quiet 
repose. People rushed from their houses 
half dressed, aud ran to aud fro in frensied 
oxcitemeut. 

In the Pulaski House there was a rich 
scene of excitement. Some ran down sUiirs 
almost bieathless, fully coaviuced that the 
rebels were ui«on us, aud that a iierce siege 
wits going ou. Indeed, the explosion of the 
shells would deceive a war-tried veteran, 
for they rushed forth in continued succes- 
sion, as if fired from a well sustained 
battery. 

The exritement wits considerably allayed 
when the real nature of the tiring was as- 
certained. 

But a new fear now occurred, the sparlu 
of lire rising from the burning house wert 
borne by a strong northernly wind, threat- 
ening to s*H the whole town "on tire; besides 
the pieces of shells were flying around, retv 
dering it uns tie to go out. 

Between twelve and one the scene was 
sadly, savagely graud. The flames from 
the burning piles of buildings had spread 
in ouo lurid sheet over the city, with a 
black cloud of smoke like a funeral pde 
hovering over them. Every moment hiss- 
ing, shrieking stiells would mount iu the 
air, dashing their hurtling fragment* 
aioiind. 

To add to the panoramic beauty of thi* 
sublime scene, a shell struck the side of tbe 
reservoir, and a jrt-dc-eu sprang forth, ri- 
valing in beauty any fountain, aud looking 
iu the fiery glare like a shower of molten 
silver. 

About this time we ventured toward the 
scene of ruin and conflagration, ami 1 1 te 
scene it presented was heart-rending in the 
extreme. Women aud children wen? rush- 
ing around in panic-stricken confusion, 
some striving to save a little of their eileets; 
others wildlj' escaping tho flying missiles. 
Willi detith staring them in the face, the tire 
companies were on the spot actively ntH. 
v ing to subdue the devouring eieuieuts. 
What made the moral courage they dis- 
plaj-ed the greater, a report got currency 
that several barrels of powder were in a 
building contiguous, toward which the tire 
was rapidly advancing. 

We saw a few dead and somo wounded 
men lying on the street or being carried 
away." Women and children were hud- 
dled in groups under shelter of walls ami 
houses, trembling both with cold and fear. 

In the confusion families were separated 
and it was painful to see mothers rushing 
back through the flames aud Ilyiug mis- 
siles, seeking iheir children, and when 
found, frantically embracing them and 
bearing them from the living ilaines. 

We have seen towns sacked, we have 
witnessed many a battle held, but so fear- 
fully grand and appalling a sight we have 
scarcely ever witnessed. 

About 1 o'clock, most of the shells had 
exploded, and citizens and soldiers were 
collecting to render all the assistance they 
could. All night they were busily engaged 
trying to stay the devouring eleu'enti, and 
rescuing those in the burning houses. 

SCENES A 1 T K It THK FIRE. 

This morning the appalling extent of the 
ruin and devastation could be fully real- 
ixed. The buildings on both sides of West 
Broad, on to Ann street and St. Gaul, while 
the buildings along Congress street, PsffM 
street, Broughton street and Zubly street, 
were ah in a heap of ruins, with nothing 
but tall, spectre looking chimnies and 
smoking piles remaining. An area of some 
twenty acres of land and over one hundred 
houses must have been burned down. The 
trees along Broad street were shattered and 
torn by the fragments of shells, and even 
some of tbe houses, which had escaped the 
tire, suffered considerably. 

So violent had l>een the explosion, and so 
desperate its effects, that the streets were 
covered with fragments. Some, of them 
even struck close to the Green Monument 
and Pulaski House, others reached the har- 
bor, threatening the vessels at anchor there. 
The streets and walks were cove ed with 
fragments of broken shells, and the sur- 
prise is that a larger mimlvr of lives have 
not been lost. 

In the stable in rear of Mrs. Morrell s 
house, where the lire is said to have origi- 
nated, were tbe burned skeletons ol two 
cows and several hogs. Just at i he corner 
of Broughton and Broad streets, the char- 
red remains of a human body was found 
lying. It presented a most ghastly specta- 
' cle; all the flesh and hair and some of the 
limbs were burned into cinders, while the 
head and trunk remained, presenting th- 
appearance of a much decayed mummy. 
It had been dragged out of a house near, 
and w hether an inmate or one of the tin - 
' men, we have not ascertained. 

It was a sad sight to see houseless women 
and children weeping over the ruins of 
their late homes. They were now outcast*, 
as poor and shelterless as Lazarus. Many, 
who consoled theim elves that they had 
their comfortable homes spared them from 
the wreck ot war, where thev could nestle 
and toil through tbe world anew, now felt 
the cold hand of utter ' 
upon them. 

AMONO the sHirriito. 

As the tiro increased in volume, snd 
spread with rapidity, the excitement among 
the vessels lying IB the river increased. 
It looked as though the entire cit\ was 
doouitd to destruction, and preparation* 
were made to get away from the docks and 
drop down tbe river" out of reach of the 
flames. All the steamboats were under 
way and well down tho river Iwfore two 
o'clock. Preparations were made also to 
tow tbe sailing vessels out of danger. »* or - 
tunately, the necessitv of moving did not 
arise, although the vessels were somewhat 
exposed to the flviug fragments of shells. 
The Daniel Webster wm hit by a piece of 
shell, but sustained no damage. 

The revenue cutter Nemaha, Captain Mc- 
Gowatt, dropped dow u to the cotton ware- 
houses to cover aud protect them. 

THE LOSSES OF LIFS AND PBOPERIT, 

It is impossible to ascertain, as yet, the 
loss of life and property. 

We have heard of some six or eight being 
killed, and a large number wounded. In

OTHER IM K.NDUKK 

During the night several 
attempts were made. 

Near the Arsenal, towards morning, were 
found two boxes of powder suspiciously 
placed. Shells were bursting all around, 
but tbe powder was removed M a safe spot 
In-fore it got ignited. 

Between two and three o'clock Captain 
Henry F. Lord, C. S., withT. C. Wo.*i, 
of hi-* clerks, while passing St. Andrew'* 
Hall, discovered signs of tire above. They 
entered the building, but at the hesd of ths 
stairs were halted and ordered down by 
some unknown person, whom they ropp •«»- 
ed to be a guard. On arriviug outsidetheir 
suspicions were again excited, and thev 
again entered the building, accompanied 
by Mr. Havens, chief operau>r of the Mili- 
tary Telegraph. They were unchallenged 
this time, anil proceeded to the upper pari 
of the building, where they found a tiro 
kindled among some mattresses. Thev 
succeeded in extinguishing it, but did no't 
discover the person who first challenged 
them.

Affairs In North Carolina. 

Tho Fortress Monro* correspondent of 
Norfolk Oil Dominion, writing February 
a\ says: 

The "reign of terror" hitherto spoken of 
as existing in North Carolina has not been, 
exaggerated in the least. About eighty 
refugees from that Stats— mostlv from 
Chowan county— arrived at this port yes- 
terday. They were miserably clad, and 
claim to have once been wealthy. One of 
the party stated that he owned three hun- 
dred slaves before the war, and had over 
five hundred acres of land under cultiva- 
tion. They also state that there is a large 
party in tle> present Legislature in favor of 
ixtace, and they will yet place the Slate in 
a different attitude tow ard the United States 
Government. 

Resolutions and counter-resolutions art. 
continually introduced in that body with- 
out b-ing acted upon. No public business 
is trans scted - no Uws are enacted, but tho 
w hole Mm of the Legis. autre is taken up 
in the discussion of these peace resolu- 
tions. No man's lite is safe in the State, 
whether I nion or secesh. Confederate and 
Federal deserters overrun the Slate alike, 
plundering, and of;en murdering the peo- 
ple. These deserteis recognize no parties, 
or law, or order; but infest the _ iw - 
sad mountains ii< iiuuiIhts too .-.trong to Ke 
\ anqtiished. 

They also say that Lee is sending hr ops 
lo Weldon, and that the Chowan river i-» 
alive with Yankee gunboats. The militia 
are of no further use to tho Confederates, wm 
'hey absolutely refuse t > tight even w hen 
forced into the Held. 

one of this party, s Mr. Seddons. for 
nterlv a leading light in the Whig party ol" 
the Old North State, thinks that the mUitsry 
spirit of the Confederates is completely bro' 
ken, and that we will not have Mai 
trouble in the future in crushing the rebel- 
lion. 

Some of the counties, towns, and villages 
in North Carolina are entirely dej>opu:ated, 
not a human creature residing in them. 
Mr. Seddons thinks if lite war continues a 
year longer, North Carolina, outside of the 
principal cities, will be reduced to a howl- 
mg wilderness. Those who are able, and 
have the means, are moving out of the 
State into the lower counties of Virgiuia 
or into Tennessee and South Carolina.

After 
admission to the bar, one went South to 
seek his fortune, the other West. After the> 
breaking oat of the rebellion, the one who 
went South enlisted in the rebel army, the 
other in the Union army. They both after- 
ward rose to the rank of colon, !, and both 
took part in the battle of Mission Ridge, in 
toiiimand of their respective regiments. 
The rel>el colonel at the head of a IVaUMS- 
aee regiment, was iu support of a battery, 
which the regiment in command of tbe 
Union colonel was ordered to take at the 
jstint of the bayonet. 

The battery was taken, but both Colonels 
fell mortally wounded. After the light was 
over, a Union Captain, himself a classmaU* 
of the two Colonels, l>eing detailed lo bury 
the dead, found the two college classmates 
and chums lving side by side on the battle- 
lield, with their right hands clasped, and 
both dead. They had evidently recognized 
each other after being wounded, and the old 
ties of friendship had asserted their su- 
premacy, and together their spirits had 
passed into the eternal world. Side by side, 
in the same grave, they sleep their last 
sleep. 

Another fact in reference to this college 
class is worth mentioning, of the thirty 
live surviving members of the class, thirty 
are now, or have been, in the Union army. 
1 >f the other five, three nr.- cripples, and the 
remaining two offered themselves as volun- 
teers, but were not accepted on account of 
physical disability. They have earned, and

We believe it waw Mr. Hume who said 
i list there is no subjert u]»ou which the 
judgment of MMBS is more frequently in 
error, and no subject upon *vuku they are 
H apt to lie dis.«p|K.inU-d, a* the reMilts 
out of untried, but apparently 
w« ll-mature.l i>olitical measures, 
of a law or the fruits of a given 
. of j»li<-y are so often just the con- 
trary of what was designed, that nothing 
but exj>erieuce can be relied ujvm. 

To common observation this has been the 
r. sult of the pro-slavery secession rebel- 
lion hi Uk- >.>uth. Starling out Ml the 
theory cf what Mr. Stephens calls "the 
ultimate and absolute sovereignty of the 
>taics"ihry h«\ eJ.iuiitK'da military dynasty 
in whieli every vestige of State action and 
'•Stite- rights" is lost and merged in the 
most remorseless despotism in modern his- 
lorv. Mr. liavis and his followers thouxhl 
it very competent ami very smart and very 
l>uld lor earh State separately to secede and 
wage war on the old I'nion; but now lustily 
declare that it is wholly incompeteut, aud 
very dull and very cowardly for any state 
to think ot mWssJ pmWtm\ ME returning If 
the L niou. 

Starting out lor the avowed purpose of 
strengthening, expanding aud perj>etua- 
ting negro slavery, they have mortally 
vvoundeJ it, and even if the Constitutional 
Amendment did not step in and furnish it 
u ith a legal death and decent burial, it is 
doomed by the events of the last four yenrs 
to linger, aud lingering, to die. Whtle re- 
beltion is murdering free white people that 
slavery may live, the free white ]*eoplu ol* 
Maryland, Missouri, West Virginia, Ten- 
nessee. Arkansas aud L misiana are abol- 
ishing slavery, and Kentucky will not long 
lug behind so many brilliant and powerful 
examples 

So much 1 -r state rights and slavery. lint 
i< tlii* a lull view of the case? Was there 
not something more even in the motives 
of leading Southern men than they would 
a\ w a* a mntirc lor the war? Democracy 
is the foundation of this tJoverument. It 
is regulated, and in many respe. ts, mode- 
rate in its workings through our represen- 
tative system. But democracy is the theo- 
ry, Hie dominant power, the living prin- 
ciple ol our < .ovenuneut. The Southern- 
ers loved power, and had learned to love it 
more by living nearly alwav* in possession 
of it. > or many years it had been mani- 
tes: that the voting power, and therefore 
the power of public opinion was, by the 
tendency aud increase of population, going 
to the North and West, 

The love of power is great, the loss of 
dominion is bitter. These men saw they 
could not always hold the Government as 
they had held it. The election of is>in de- 
monstrated that, and it was resented as a 
political affront, a violation of their vested 
rights. The apprehension of this coming 
event had brooded over them for many 
year*, and that, iu conjunction with the 
tendency and teachings of the institution 
ol slavery, had made them hate not merely 
the North aud Yankees, not merely aboli- 
tionism— had made them hate much deep- 
ei, had made them hate the very founda- I 
tiou ami motive power of our < Government, j 
The object of the war was to restrict the | 
rights of mankind, not merely in the mat- 
ter of African slavery, but also in regard to 
the suffrage and governing power of the 
while man. 

As early as ls-"»l, a leading spirit of South- 
ern discoi.tent said "Democracy is incom- , 
patible with the whole system of Southern 
society." Instead of manfully abandon- 
ing thai "system' they concluded to 
wage war on deinocracv. Another, 
in Is.',,, Mtid of the rule of the ma- 
jority as provided for in our Gov- 
ernment: "It is more powerful and 
more grinding iu its tyranny than the 
»'zar, ' "more infallible than thel'ope," aud 
that "in Kugland the ability togovern has 
been preserved by a highly aristocratic 
constitution, l*»th social and political." 
Another iu l**>l, said : "The I'uioM has 
served its purjMises; at the North the pro- 
gress and tendency of opinion is to democ- 
racy ; the South must so modify its institu- 
tions as to n move the people further from 
the direct exercise of power; at the South 
men seethe ue essiiy of stronger govern- 
ment, its people are the most aristocratic 
iu the world, and aristocracy is the only 
safeguard of liliertv." Another, in the 
name year said, "those |>e*»tiletit and |»er- 
nicious dogmas, 'the greatest good to the 
L'reatest number,' "the majority shall rule,' 
are the frightful sources of disorder never 
to be quieted, revolutions the most radical 
and sanguinary, philosophies the most 
false and passions the most wild and de- 
structive. The ex|>erimenl of the Demo- 
cratic Republic of America has failed." 
And yet another contended that "the gov- 
ernment should be taken from the heels of 
s.x-iety and placed in the head," that is 
t ..*.-*, from the many and given to the few. 
Indeed, on ly a few mouths ago Mr. Davis, 
in his interview with Col. Jacques, of our 
army, without putting the thing s;> plainly 
contended that the masses always had per- 
mitted a few to do their thinking for them. 
He w ill learn something on that subject 
tiefore he gets through with the undertak- 
ing he now has on hands. 

The leal question at issue in this matter 
was happily and forcibly stated by the New 
York World, an able and sometimes viru- 
lent opposition journal, w hich seemed to 
have a loyal interval on the 4th of October, 
16)2. when it said : 

The Northern people have acoei 



They have comprehended but a vei 
gre portion of the real interest at stake— 
tar the verv good reason that they have 
hardly begun to understand the spirit and 
alms or the rebel leaders. Had there been 
a better appreciation of the actual truth, 
the war would never have lagged us it has; 
bmm suffered to from the beginning. 

The evidence of such men as CoL Hamil- 
ton, who is fresh from the active scenes of' 
the rebellion, and w ho has watched it w ith 
penetratinu eye from its first step, is of pe- j 
culiar value. Their conclusions, formed on 
the spot, face to face with the monster, are 
oi infinitely more weight than the notions J 
of Northern men, who know it onlv by oc- i 
casional glimpses in the tar distance, 'it is 
w ell that their testimony should be hi ought 
bffon our public whenever it can be oh- 
tallied. The gentlemen who have induced 
Col. Hamilton to address our people with 
instruction and appeal, have done the good 
cause precious service. Col. Hamilton has 
no hesitation in pronouncing the issue now 
(tending to be the very highest, and broad- 
est, and deepest possible. It i«, to h s 
mind, nothing more nor \am than 
a struggle between tho ultimate princi- 
ples of civil government— a question wlieih- 
er the rule of the lew or the rule of the 
many shall prevail. He presents it as his 
settled conviction that the leaders in this re- 
:iioii are actuated by a distinct purpose to 
supplant popular government and establish 
a monarch, and that this comes from their 
belief that slavery can have no effectual 
safeguard except what the strongest form 
of government can afford. Therefore, he 
warns us not lo rest upon the idea that 
mere territory, or even mere nationality, is 
at stake in this conllict. What has really 
got to be decided, as he justly views it, is 
not whether the Hag itself shall be deprived 
ol a third of its stars, or whether the Hag 
itself shall continue to exist, but whether 
the Republican principle, w hi. h has givon 
the Hag all its glory, is or is not to ]>erish. 
He rightly declares that the coexistence of a 
monarch and a republic between the tireat 
Lakes and the Gulf is a civil impossibility — 
that such au experiment would only be 
another name for ]»erj»etual war. 

We are, therefore, shut up to the absolute 
necessity of meeting this question now, 
once for all, and in fidelity to the great 
principles of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, which our forefathers scaled with 
their blood, are bound to prosecute this war 
with an energy and a sell-devotion far be- 
yond any thing we have vet displayed. 
These are great facts which OnkmH II -mil— 
tou seeks^lo enforce. He ta'ks like a man 
who is thoroughly pervaded by a sense of 
their awful moment— and no mind that 
heeds his disclosures and his arguments, 
can doubt that he is right. 

With such an issue involved iu this war, 
who can doubt the complete triumph of the 
Federal uruifc, the principles i,f liberty, the 
rights of human uature, u more (icrfect 
welding of the I'nion, and a glorious vindi- 
cation of man's capacity for Bclf-govern- 
t?

Would the editor of the Journal fca will- 
ing as u K. ntuckian to ask the geuorai gov- 
ernment to make an exception in favor of 
our State in this matter? Has heroic blood 
died out of Kentucky? Are we so inferior 
in manhood to th- inhabitants ot Maryland, 
ol Missouri, of Western Virginia, of Ten- 
mssee that we shrink from undertaking 
our own burdens? Are we ready to assume 
the distinction of the one be<j<jur -State of the 
Republic? Is there any justice in paying 
from the National Treasury for Kentucky 
slaves, and not paying for those of the 
other States we have named? And, again, 
is it just to pay disloyal owners, even ad- 
mitting that the claim is otherwise tenable?

At -.'ounts trom Savannah differ greatly in 
regard to the true state of popular feeling 
in that city. The follow ing statements are 
made upon the authority of passengeis by 
the steamer Rebecca Clyde, w hieh took out 
the contributions of the citizens of New- 
York. That vevsel arrived home yesterday I 
w ith a cargo of cotton and rice: 

The coilduct of the persons w ho took the 
provisions was particularly observed by 
Northern gentle men. White men, women 
and children came with basket*, which 
were tilled. Those people were generally I 
oftawS ■OOtSM' tMwMM. The wealthy families 
of Savannah, w ho were as much iu need of 
provisions as any other persons, never ap- 
■ .-.red. though they sent negroes, who took I 
their turns, and received their shure of sup- | 
plies. In answer to questions of men who 
desired to know into w hose hands the pro- 
visions were going, the negroes acknowl- 
edged the facts. Those negroes constituted 
a third of the number of applicants. Some 
of the persons who received the contribu- 
tions ex pressed their thankfulness, but this 
class was small. 

The resulLs o"f conversations of a number 
of citizens ol New York with the people, 
for the purpose of ascertaining what their 
sentiments reallj' were, indicate that there 
is little genuine I'nion sentiment among 
i hem -many of the citizens of Savannah 
i.spon.I to questions in regard to their 
\ lew s in sentences like these: "You have 
whipj»ed us. We acknowledge the fact. 
We want to have the war ended, and w ill 
return lo the Union."' Some men declare 
they have always been Unionists; others 
say they ha\e now changed tlieir minds. 
Much coolness is manifested towards the 
men of the North; the dislike of many of j 
the citi/.-ns of Savanuh is scarcely conceal- j 
ed, and sulleuness is almost everywhere ex- ! 
hibited. 

The |>eople of Savannah are ronviu Mi 
that the cause of the secessionists is lost; 
and they are, so far as they can be ascer- 
tained, in lavor of a restoration of the 
l uion. This they think is the only solu- 
tion of the question. They do not conceal 
their desire for an early pence, and write 
t.. th^ir friends through the lines, advising 
iliem to abandon the secession movement. 
Luring the past four weeks about four thou- 
sand letters which have been read by our

Washington, Feb. lo.— To the Honorable 
House of Representatives: In respone to 
your resolution of the Sth inst., requesting 
information relative to the conference re- 
cently held in Hampton Roads. I have the 
honor t . state that on the. day of dates I 
gave Mr. Blair a card, written as follows: 

Allow the bearer, F. P. Blair, sr., to pass 
our lines to go South and return. 

(Signed A. Lincoln. 

That at the time I was informed that Mr. 
Blair sought a card as ■ means of getting 
to Richmond, Va., thai he was given no 
authority to speak or act for the Govern- 
ment, nor was I informed of anything he 
would say or do on hi-* own account or 
otherwise. Mr. Blair told me that Im had 
been to Richmond, and lud seen Davis, and 
be (Blair) at tha same time left with me 
manuscript letters, as follows: 

Uk hmonp, Va., Jan. SB, IMS.— To F. P. 
Blair, Eaq. Sir: 1 have deemed it proj>er 
and. probably desirable to you to give you 
iu this substance the remarks made by me 
to be repeated by you to President Lincoln. 
I have no disposition to find obstacles iu 
forms, and am willing now as heretofore to 
enter into negotiat ions for the restoration of 
paatea. I am ready to send Coinuiissioneis 
whenever I have reason to suppose it will 
be received, or to receive a.Comniissioner, if 
the Cubed States shall see tit to send one, 
dot wit h Handing the rejection of our former 
offers. I would, if you could promise that 
I Commissioner, Minister or other a^ent 
should be received, appoint one immediately 
and renew the effort to enter into a confer- 
ence with a view to secure peace to the two 
countries. Yours, Ac., Jkit Davis. 

Afterwards, with a view that it should be 
shown to Davis, I wrote and delivered to 
Blair a letter as follows:

On the morning of the .Id, the three gen- 
tlemen, Stephens, Hunter and Campbell, 
came on board of our steamer, and had an 
interview with the Secretary of State and 
myself of several hours' duration. No 
question of preliminaries to the meeting 
was then to bo made or mentioned. No 
other person w as present. No papers were 
exchanged or produced, and it was in ad- 
vance agreed that the conversation was to 
be informal and verbal on our paat. The 
whole substaucu of instructions to the Sec- 
retary of State, herein before mentioned, 
w as stated and insisted upon, and nothing 
was said inconsistent theiewith; while by 
the other party it was said that, in 
any event, or on any condition, they 
ever would consent to reunion, and yet 
they equally omitted to declare that they 
would not so consent. They seemed to de- 
sire a postponement of that question and 
the adoption of some other course, the first 
of which, as some of them seemed to argue, 
might or might not lead to reuniou, but 
which course, w e thought, w ould amount to 
an indefinite postponement. The confer- 
ence ended without any result. 

The foregoing, containing, as is believed, 
all the information sought, is respectfully 
submitted.

Washington, Feb. 10, IMS*— Mr. Seward 
to Mr. Adams, Department of State, Wash- 
ington, Feb. 1». — Sir: It is a truism that iu 
times of peace there are always instigators 
of war, soon as war begins there are citi- 
zens who emphatically demand negotiations 
of peace. The advoeates of war after an 
agitation longer or shorter, generally gain 
the fearful end, though tbe war declared i> 
not unfrequentlv unnecessary and unwise; 
so peace agitations in time of war ulti- 
mately bring about an abandonment of the 
conflict, sometimes without securing Ike 
advantages which were originally ex pec ed 
from the conflict. Tne agitators for war iu 
time of peace and for peace in time of war, 
are not necessarily, or, perhaps, ordinarily, 
impolitic in their purpose or motives. Re- 
sulLs alone determine whether they are w ise 
or unwise. The treaty of peace concluded 
Ot GuadalnpO, Hidalgo was secured by an 
irregular negotiation under the don of the 
Government. Some of the efforts which 
have been made to bring about negotiations 
with the view to end our civil war, was 
known to the whole world, because 
they have amployed foreign agents 
aa well aa domestic agents. And 
others with whom you have had 
bad to deal confidentially are known to 
yourself, although they have not publicly 
transpired. Other efforts have occured here, 
which are known only to the persons actu- 
ally moving in them and to this < Jovern- 
nient. I am now to give for your informa- 
tion an account of an affair of the same gen- 
eral character, which recently received 
much attention here, and which, doubtless, 
will excite enquiry abroad. 

A few days ago F. P. Blair, Ksq., obtain- 
ed from the President a simple leave to pass 
through our lines, without definite views 
known to the Government. 

Mr. B. visited Richmond, and on his re- 
turn showed the President a letter which 
Jeff Davis had written to Mr. Blair, iu 
which Davis wrote that Mr. Hlair was at 
lilierty to say to President Lincoln that Da- 
vis was now, as he always had been, wil- 
ling to send commissioners if assured that 
they would be received, or to receive any 
that was sent; that he was not disposed to 
find obstacles iu forms; and that he would 
seud commissioners to confer witn the Pres- 
ident with a view to the restoration of peace 
between the two countries, if he could be 
assured that they would be received. The

Nothing was written or road. The con- 
versation was earnest and free— w as calm 
and eorteous, and kind on both sides. The 
Richmond gentlemen approached the dis- 
cussion rather indirectly, and at no time 
did they make categorical demands or ten- 
der formal stipulations or absolute refusals; 
n-vt rtheless, during the conversation, 
which lasted four hours, the several points 
at issue between the Government and the 
insurgents, vv ere distinctly raised ami dis- 
cussed fully and in an * amicable spirit. 
What the insurgent party seemed ORstny to 
favor, was the postponement of the question
